LEPROSY IN NEW JERSEY. 

The health officer at Passaic, N. J., reported July 21: 

A case of leprosy was discovered at Passaic in April, 1911. The 

f>atient is a Chinese, aged 55 years, who has been employed as a 
aundryman. He has been in this country about eight years, and 
lived in New York City six years before coming to Passaic. The 
source of infection has not been determined. The case has been 
under observation since the time of discovery.
